SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 17.— 
From far off China today came an 
echo of the fundamentalist-mod- 
ernist controversy to the general 
assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States in ses- 
sion ‘here. “A taint of modern- 
ism” was alleged to have crept 
into the foreign mission field. The 
charge came from the presbytery 
of Central Mississippi, which pre- 
sented an overture passed at its 
annual meeting at Louisville, Miss. 

unciating the doctrine of the 
il tathon Church that “a cruci- 
fled and risen Lord,” is the only 
remedy for the need, the Central 


threatening evangelistal doctrines 
from what is called the modern- 
istic movement, this Presbytery 
overtures the assembly to direct 
its executive committee of foreign 
missions to withdraw from any 
and all institutions in China which 
do not recognize the Bible as di- 
vinity inspired and the only in- 
fallible rule of faith and practice, 
the diety of Christ. His vicarious 
atonement and the other essential 
doctrines of evangelical religion, 
and further that this committee 
be directed to give no financial 
support in any way, to any institu- 
tions whose doctrinal teachings 
may not at any time be investi- 
gated by properly authorized rep- 
resentatives of our church.” 

In other overtures the same atti- 
tude is reflected. The Presbytery 
of Kanawha, W. Va., asks that the 
assembly withdraw its support 
“from all union colleges, univers!- 
ties, theological seminaries and 
other union educational institu- 
tions where modernism its being 
taught,” and that “no money given 
by the Church for foreign missions 
should go either directly or indi-

NEW YORK, May 17. 

WO fine plays with a healthy 

purpose in common met a dra- 
matically contrasting fate last 
week. “Catskill Dutch.” by Ros- 
coe W. Brink, was closed by public 
indifference after a little less than 
a full week’s run, and “Hell Bent 
for Heaven,” by Hatcher Hughes, 
which had survived the ordeal by 
special matinee and had grown 
to full estate in a regular run at 
the lrazee Theater, was awarded 
the Pulitzer Prize.

“Mother” Mandelbaum, a notorious “fence” 
for high-class thieves, and so found her way 
into the inner circle of the boldest and most 
expert criminals in the world.

Soon she was de- 
tected in a department store with $1000 of 
plunder on her person, and was sent to join 
her husband, though in different cells, at Sing 
Sing. A few months later Lyons escaped by 
donning a smuggled suit of clothes and hiding 
in a wagon bed. 

On Dec. 19, 1872, im-the midst of a blinding 
snowstorm, Lyons and a confederate drove up 
in a sleigh to the main entrance of the wom- 
an’s prison. They called a guard and said 
they had a basket of fruit for a woman pris- 
oner. When the guard left the door for a 
Sophie dashed out and leaped into 
the sleigh, which whirled away too rapidly 
for pursuit. They escaped to Canada, where 
they robbed a pawnbroker of $45,000 worth 
of jewels. 

Returning to Long Island, Lyons was in a 
short time implicated in the robbery of a 
bank at Wellsboro, Pa., which suffered a loss 
of money and bonds estimated at $150,000. 
Then Nemesis overtook them while Sophie was 
plying her trade of pickpocket at a county 
fair. Both were arrested and returned to 
Sing Sing to complete their sentences. 

The woman was released first, and formed 
a friendship with Hamilton Brock, a thief, 
who seems to have been the only one of her 
male companions whom she did not marry. 
Lyons was freed in 1880 and set forth on 
Brock’s trail with a shotgun. Brock saw him 
first, and shot him twice. Lyons recovered 
by a miracfe. 


Rival Double-Crossed Lyons 


Then Brock, learning that his rival was 
planning to rob a store in Windham, Conn., 
secretly warned the proprietor, with the re- 
sult that policemen saluted Lyons with a 
broadside as he climbed through a window. 
His body was packed with lead, but he made 
a second amazing recovery. This was the end 
of the partnership between Lyons and Sophie, 
and he. after several years of vicissitudes, 
cied. She also abandoned Brock, accusing 
him of treachery, and seems to have been 
married for a time to a man known as “Jem” 
Brady. 

Afterward she shook the dust of New York 
from her feet and traveled to Michigan to at- 
tempt a bit of blackmail. She came to grief 
in Grand Rapids, where she undertook to en- 
force her demands by sitting dally on a horse- 
block in front of the residence of a wealthy 
lawyer. On the thitd day he put her to rout 
by instructing the servants to turn the hose 
on her. After a number of sensational 
escapades, she was caught stealing diamonds 
in a Detroit store and sentenced to three years 
in the Ann Arbor House of Correction. 

In an interview years afterward, she de- 
eclared this was the finest prison she had ever 
lived in. She should have known, for her 
experience covered the States of New York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Illinois and Ken- 
tucky, besides Canada and France. 

Sophie Lyons was supposed to have aided 
in the $3,000,000 robbery of the Manhattan 
Bank in New York City, one of the biggest 
operations in criminal history. On another 
occasion, she related, she was employed by a 
bona fide bank president to rob his bank in 
order to cover up his own deficit of $150,009. 
She got $50,000 for her trouble, and the pres!- 
dent announced that the bank had been looted 
of $200,000. 

Once she put up at a fashionable hotel and 
posed as a woman of wealth and refinemen*. 
The president of a new “Women's Bank” was

| A Champion Heart-Softener 
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She was known to the police as a champion 
crier. No one could weep more affectingly. 
Her tears are said to have caused a Chicago 
Judge, noted for obduracy, to blow his nove 
violently and turn her loose. Some authori- 
ties declare she was the inventor of the plea 
of kleptomania, and relate that on one occ#- 
sion, caught in the act of stealing a bolt of 
lace in a New York store, she promptly faint- 
ed, afterward rending the manager's heart \ 
with a tale of her inability to resist stealing. 
For the sake of her “wealthy family,” she 
was released, with tender solicitude. *: 

She is also said to have invented the “‘slid- 
ing bureau drawer game.’ She rented ad- 
joining rooms in a New York hotel, where she 
nad registered under the name of the wife of 
a wealthy Western busifiess man, and sum- 
moned a diamond merchant to display his 
wares. After he had placed about $8000 
worth on a bureau standing in front of the - 
connecting door in the suite, she excused her- 
self to ‘write a check."" When the merchant 
looked the next time for his diamonds, they 
were gone. A double panel cut through the 
coor and the back of the bureau explained the 
trick. 

Such talents were 
too prolific to be wasted in provincial thiev- 
ery. We hear of Sophie's opening a villa 
at Bath and swindling the gilded youth of 
England at cards. Then, as the supposed 
widow of an American miner who had died 
suddenly in London, she peddled gold bricks 
at from $5v”0v to $15,000 each. 

Paris was the next city to win her atten- 
tions, and there she posed as Mme. de Var- 
ney, a rich American widow and Southern 
gentlewoman. One day a gendarme fancied 
that he saw the fashionable lady in the act 
of picking a pocket in a crowd about the Are 
de Triomphe. He arrested her. Nothing was . 
found on her, and the American colony rose ~ 
in arms. The Paris edition of a New York 
newspaper published columns denouncing the 
stupidity of the Parisian police. The Ameri-« 
can Ambassador came to her rescue. She was 
released, but a photograph of the prisoner 
sent to New York was identified as that of 
Sophie Lyons, “the most expert and danger- 
ous crook we have ever met.”

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St. Louis Figures Show Increase 


“This,” continues the statistician, ‘is the 
highest rate which has thus far been reached 
by representative American cities collectively 
considered. It is a most appalling indication 
of the growth of lawlessness, and without a 
parallel in the social history of other nations. 

“At the head of the murder list stands the 
appalling record of Memphis, Tenn. There 
were 113 murder deaths in Memphis in 1923, 
equivalent to a rate of 65 per 100,000. In 
other words, Memphis is nearly seven times 
more murderqus than the country at large. 
Compared or contrasted with certain foreign 
cities, the record $tands as a frightful indict- 
of inconceivable indifference to human 
life. Memphis has a population of less than 
200,000. Birmingham, England, with a pop- 
ulation of nearly a million, in 1920 had five

In reply to this indictment of Memphis, 


Police Commissioner T. H. Allen of that city 
declares that Memphis did not have 113 homi- 
cides last year, but only 78. This would re- 
duce the murder rate from 65 to 39, with the 
population ficured at 200,000. and would 
place Memphis in third place instead of first. 


In 32 out of the 79 cities on record the 
homicide rate during 1923 increased over 
that of the preceding year. Among the cities 
revealing increases are St. Louis, which had 
134 murders in 1922; Boston, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Denver, Detroit, Indianapolis, Jersey 
City, Los Angeles, Louisville, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, Nashville, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, Seattle and Washington, D. C. 

Thus,’’ concludes Dr. Hoffman, “‘the trend 
toward a higher murder rate is nation-wide, 
and not limited to particular sections or local- 
ities.”’ Still, he decides, ‘‘the evidence is over- 
whelming that the murder rate is decidedly 
higher in the cities of the South than in the 
cities of the North and West.”

The writer advocates absolute prohibition 
of the sale of firearms except to those proper- 
ly authorized to carry them, and declares that 
the sale of firearms through mail order 
houses‘*‘“‘is unquestionably one of the most 
fruitful sources of murderous crimes.” The

The mounting tide of murder, says 
author, has strangely enough been accompa- 
nied by a subsidence of lynching. Dividing 
the last 40 years into two 20-year periods, he 
says that during the first period there was 
only one year during which fewer than 100 
persons were lynched, and that during the 
second period there was only one year in 
which more than 100 persons were lynched. 
The list of lynchings decreased from 255 vic- 
tims in 1892 to 33 in 1923. 

‘In so far as lynchines reflect a murderous 
trend on the part of the population,’ the 
moral is drawn, ‘the tendency 1s obviously 
and decidedly in the right direction.” 

The causes for the upspringing of the mur- 
der rate are diagnosed by the writer. One i- 
the ease with which firearms may be obtained 
—-and three-fourths of American murders are 
accomplished with firearms. There is also a 
reckless sale of polsons; ‘‘a study of individual 
cases of murders by poisons conclusively 
proves that those who wish to obtain poison- 
ous substances have no difficulty in procuring 
them.”’ 

Another and prime cause is the breakdown 
of the judicial system in the panishment of 
murder. “In States in which the death pen- 
alty is enforced, it is seldom carried into ef- 
fect. Murderers are frequently dealt with en- 
tirely too lenientiy, while the spectacular 
aspects of atrocious crimes are featured to the 
point of a disgraceful exhibition of callous- 
ness and apathy.’ In another place it ts stat- 
ed that “Murder is encouraged by long-de- 
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Sullivan law in New York is declared to be in 
part the reason why the homicide rate in New 
York is as low as it is. 

“The foregoing evidence,” Dr. Hoffman 
sums up, “is a further indictment of our 
American civilization and our growing con- 
tempt for law and order. The evidence is in- 
controvertible that we are slowly crifting to- 
ward a degree of acquiescence in crime and 
criminal traits which if not sternly dealt with 
will permeate every stratum of our American 
society.

O WOYAGE in the same boat all the 
way from the city of Chicago to the 
Island of Borneo, which is under the 
equator, would be an ambitious proj- 
ect deserving of some attention on its 
own account. 

But when the announced object of 
such a trip is to obtain movie pictures of the fa- 
mous but not very well-known climbing fish, reput- 
ed to flourish an athletic fin in far-away regions, 
science joins adventure in awaking the average 
person's interest. 

The undertaking sounds novel enough, but even 
now the rather odd-looking boat to be used by 
the party is nearing completion. As these lines 
are written the vessel has not yet been named. She 
is built along the lines of an old-fashioned Ketch, 
and 638 feet long.

When Dr. Myers bought him, in 1888, the ani- 
mal was 17 years old—an age seldom reached 
by a horse. Yet Clover continued living, and 
until recently in active service as a country par- 
son's road horse, until he was more than thrice 
the age which already had made him an anima! 
noted for longevity. A taxidermist from the 
American Museum of Natural History, in New 
York City, went to Catawissa immediately after 
Clover’s death and prepared his body for preser- 
vation. Looking as ‘“‘natural as life,”” Clover will 
be on exhibition permanently at the museum.

N MID-JUNE, 1871, a bay foal first saw the 
light of day in a clover field at Chester, 
Orange County, N. Y. The lush clover, just 
coming into bloom, nodding countless pink 
and fragrant heads by way of greeting, was 
his first environment.

= 6 carnation horseshoe. The horse then was 51 
old, and he was greeted at the garden by Miss 
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Mabel Withee, representing the theatrical fraternity, 
with an armful comprising 51 long-stemmed Amer- 
ican Beauty roses—and with kisses on his velvet 
muzzle. 

His showing in Madison Square Garden attracted 
multitudes of all classes of people, including, of 
course, horsemen'‘and horsewomen, real lovers of 
this noblest of animals, also scientists, educators and 
business men and women of highest station, success 
and character. These joined in requesting the writ- 
ing of Clover’s history, because of its educational 
value. Many others from coast to coast have urged 
it also and are awaiting its publication. I have 
written the book, which will be entitled “The Quest 
of the Golden Horse.”’ It is now ready for the press, 
the final chapter describing Clover’s last days and 
his passing on, which occurred Saturday morning, 
April 26, shortly after midnight. 

Clover was unusually well during the winter, be- 
ing plump and active, and greeting his pal’s com- 
ing every morning, in cold and storm. Though I am 
77 years of age. I arose every morning at 5 o'clock, 
hours before dawn, and carried to him warm feed 
and water with the chill taken off. then groomed him 
and gave him sweet, fragrant clover hay. 

The first week in April Clover developed eve 
trouble, an abscess having formed back”of the eye- 
ball. This affected his appetite and he refused feed 
for three weeks. His organs failed to function and 
he weakened until he lay down, never to rise again. 
During the days and nights he was in this condition 
Dr. Dorning, a veterinary surgeon, and myself min- 
istered to him in every possible way. The veterinary 
had given him attention almost daily before that. 

Near midnight of Saturday I was alone with Clover 
as he lay stretched out on abundant straw, with head 
flat down. I bent over him and gave him cupfuls of 
water, which he took, looking his thanks. I always 
talked to him kindly and lovingly, and I did so 
then, soothing good old Clover until he closed his 
eyes and slept life away peacefully, dying in his home 
stall. where he had spent 37 years of his life with 
best care and with all possible comforts. The New 
York Jockey Club made this possible by helping with 
a pension since Clover came back from that city. 
During his last years no one but myself was allowed 
to care for him. 

Clover was driven by me last October. pulling my 
buggy, and pranced along as spry as a cat, two lady 
visitors being in the vehicle with me. 

The remains of Clover I have presented to the 
American Museum of Natural History, for preserva- 
tion for scientific and educational purposes. A 
copy of the record of his racing career, in part, dur- 
ing some years,“ts given here by Dr. Clifford, who 
saw and fully identified Clover. Dr. Deane, who knew 
Clover in early days, and two other veterans, one of 


them the long-time driver of Clover as a racehorse . 


and the other his attendant at races, also visited and 
identified him. These men are, respectively, 82. 75 
and 73 years of age. ‘ 

Clover’s first race was in August, 1874. He was 
then a 3-year-old and trotted a mile to a high-wheel 
sulky, on an old-time track, in 2m. 53 1-4s. Three 
minutes then was considered wonderful time for a 
youngster. The following were some of his races, all 
of which he won:

A racing driver, whose letter to me 
has been mislaid, claimed to have driven the horse 
in two winning races in 2:19. The above were al}! 
winning efforts. 

After a final successful season, Clover was dis- 
posed of at a horse sale at Bridgeport, Conn., to a 
Philadelphia horseman, for $850. In 1888 I became 
his last owner. I purchased him from E. J. Walker 
of Philadelphia, who had used him for several 
years as a park and road horse. Then began his ca- 
reer as a parish and road horse in Central Penn- 
sylvania. He was 17 years old then. It required a 
year of constant care to bring him back to good 
form at that age. In this time new hoofs were 
grown, all traces of racing hardships were removed 
and the horse shone like mahogany, with eagle eyes 
and an ideal form. Naturally, he attracted atten- 
tion everywhere. I found that he was developing 
amazing speed. 

Some parties determined to take Clover’s crown. 
They combined and got a 2:08 road horse. One day 
while I, driving Clover, was waiting at a railroad 
crossing for a train to pass, this horse was driven 
close up. I said to the driver: 

“Please drive ahead, as I want to cool my horse 
by slow driving.” 

“I don’t want to,”’ he replied, but when, farther 
on, there was room to pass, he rushed his horse up 
alongside, trying to pass. Clover took the bit and 
struck his gait, and soon left the new horse in the 
rear. The other could not pull over a rough road 
and hold his speed. 

When a bridge was reached, farther on, and Clov- 
er slowed up, the man following called out: ‘Hello, 
Reverend!” No attention being paid to that, he 
repeated his call, adding: “I was only in fun.”’ 

“Clover had lots of fun.”’ was my reply. 

It was my practice to avoid all possible brushes, 
but Clover so enjoyed going that all I could do was 
to -tighten the lines and follow. One day a pro 
fessional timer of races came and asked to have a 
ride behind Clover.

I should not finish this sketch without mention- 
ing Clover’s sweet disposition toward everybody. 

In the thousands of miles we drove him, he never 
failed us. He saved our lives a number of times, 
proving in marvelous ways the presence of mental. 
ity and reasoning power of a high order. All this 
will be given fully in the forthcoming story about 
Clover’s whole career. In that work horse psychol- 
ogy. and the past, present and future of the horse, 
including even a section on horse immortality, will 
be included.

F YOU want to preserve 

any of your fond illusions 

about the land of Tut- 

ankhamen, don’t remain 

long in Cairo. For life in 

the capital of Egvpt today 

—for tourists, at least—is 

a succession of disillusionments. 

It is not because Cairo is the 

most expensive playground in 

the world that I set forth this 

warning. The tourist who can 

afford to visit Egypt usually has 

the money to pay a high price for 

every sensation. The point I 

want to make is that the Cairo of 

1924 is no more like the Cairo of 

the novelist and short-story writ- 

er than the Hollywood of fiction 

is like the real gelatine suburb 
of Leos Angeles. 


For instance, the day I arrived 

at the railway station in Cairo I 
was surprised to find Morris 
Gest’s “Mecca” company on the 
platform—in their makeup. Bat 
I soon discovered my mistake. 
The colorful and aromatic crowd 
was simply a bunch of hotel run- 
ners, dragomans and taxicab 
drivers, who had come down to 
meet the train to pick up all the 
loose change within reach. - 

To be fooled by these bovs—and after al! these 
years—did not augur well for my sojourn in the 
city of the faithful. But I soon discovered that it 
was only the beginning ofa long series of disillu- 
sionments. 

To begin de-bunking Cairo one must start with 
the climate. If anyone told vou that Cairo was cold 
in February, that you would need a heavy overcoat 
to visit the desert, and that you might encounter a 
Snowstorm near the Sphinx. vou would put him 
cown as a lunatic—uniless you had visital the Egyp- 
tian capital in the height of the tourist season 

The warm February sunshine in Cairo is as much 
of a myth as sunny California in winter—onlv more 
so. I wore a heavy ulster throughout my sojourn 
in Lower Egypt. and despite the fact that I had a 
grate fire in my room at the Mena House—I lived 
opposite the great pyramid of Cheops on the edge of 
the desert—I was rarely warm. It rained day after 
day and one afternoon it actually hailed! To be 
sure, I was assured that this cold. disagreeable 
weather was “unusual.’” but after traveling more 
than 56000 miles to find a warm climate. I felt that 
I was at least entitled to a rair check 

The wonderful winter climate of Cairo is the 
bunk—the same kind of bunk as the splendors of 
King Tut’s tomb. I know, for I’ve been bunked my- 
self Next winter I’m going to stay im New York 
and be comfortable, for the simple truth of the sit- 
uation is that the hotels in Cairo are not built for 
cold weather. But the shivering tourist has to pay 
—and catch cold in the utadvantageous bargain 

Secondly, as a clergyman would say. there is the 
bunk about Cairo’s gay social life The social! 1lifé 
of the smart set in Cairo today is as lively and gay 
as a candy pull in Kansas City. 

There was a time when the suburbe of -h: ty 
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The warm February sunshine is a myth, declares disappointed traveler, 


so finds the social life about as gay as a candy pull in Kansas City — 
sad truth about some of the “Princes” in Egypt — Wealthy natives 
winters on the Riviera and summers in Switzerland—But there are 
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the attendants—Shivering tourists ride through dirty streets in the rain, oe 
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were filled with 
aristocratic Brit- 
ishers. Their vil- 
las were the pride 
and envy of the 
wealthy natives. 
But today these 
villas are closed. 
The Britishers are 
on the Riviera and 
elsewhere. The 
local British col- 
ony has been s0 
depleted—due to 
the policy of the 
Egyptian Govern- 
ment—that the 
clubs, racetracks 
and polo fields are 
deserted. The im- 
portant social 
functions are diplomatic affairs at which the 
native Egyptians predominate—which is all very 
well, but not like the Cairo of pre-war days.

Nitrate Plant No. 1—This is a relatively small 
nitrate plant. built im 1917 for experimental pur- 
poses. at a cost of $19.000.000. 

Nitrate Plant No. 2—The large nitrate plant bailt 
to supply nitrates during the war. Its total cost, in- 
udizge a 100,000 horsepower steam plant and @ 
limestompe quarry at Waco, was $55.000.000. 

Villages—tIn connection with Nitrate Plants No. 
1 and No. 2, complete villages for the workers have 
been erected, including bouses, schools, botels, a 
bospital, roads, streets, sewers, water and electric 
systems, telephones and other modern improve- 
ments. The cost of these villaces and public works 
was $16.000.000. . 

In striking contrast to almost all of the other 
creat war-time undertakings, Muscle Shoals did not 
become useless as soon as the armistice was signed, 
bot possessed great peace-time possibilities. It was 
a wise derision to complete at least the essential por- 
tloms and to place them in capable hands to devel- 
op these possibilities. It thus becomes a permanent 
addition to our national resources, an enduring me- 
morial to our great war President. Being a source 
of two of the most important factors in our civiliza- 
tlon—electricity and nitrogen compounds—it is 
eapeble of benefiting the American people in in- 
numerable ways; but for the present. special atten- 
tion is being given to four phases of its usefulness— 
fertilizer, power, navigation and explosives. 

Wilson Dam is the first to be constructed of a 
series of three dams within a distance of 25 miles 
on the Tennessee.

“I hope to see the population of Chi- 
cago doubled when the city is estab- 
Iished as a seaport; and the same tok- 
ens of prosperity that come to Chicago 
will come to St. Louis, New Orleans 
and every other river city along the 
route. 

“We're going to whoop it up for the 
lakes-to-the-gulf waterway all the way 
between here and New Orleans. A lot 
of celebrations have been planned and 
people will know that something is go- 
ing on.”’ 

Once the prow of the ketch is turned 
toward the Panama Canal, and the vast 
stretches cf the Pacific beyon@® she will 
carry about 10 persons. There will be 
Capt. Duken, Mrs.-Duken and a 9-year- 
old son. Then there will be a camera 
man, a radio operator, a taxidermist, a 
publicity man and a few sportsmen who 
are accompanying the expedition just 
upon general principles. 


All of them, under the captain’s di- 
rection, will help handle the sails and 
watch the wheel. 

The waters of the Malay Archipelago 
are a familiar cruising ground to Capt. 
Duken. As soon as he reaches the is- 
land he will take aboard four or five 
natives to work as deckhands and in 
other ways. This is not only so that the 
Malays may perform the heavy work on 
shore, but also because the fauna of the 
region includes tribes of head hunters. 
/The hired Malays will serve as inter- 
preters and bodyguard for the Chicago- 
ans and their camera. 

As for the climbing fish, Capt. Duken 
says he has watched them by the hour. 
And it was his story which finally in- 
duced the former Mayor to organize the 
expedition. Here is a description of the 
finny wonders, in the captain’s own 
words: 

“The Malay name for these fish is 
Pari. They are about eight inches long, 
in most cases, although I have seen 
one as long as 14 inches. They have 
partially developed lungs, making them

Each of the fins is equipped with 
a single claw, which enables the Pari to 
hook onto the bark of trees and climb. 

“I’ve seen Schools of 50 or more 
swarming up the beach, running like 


They are able to jump a distance of 
three feet, rising about 12 inches above 
the ground as they leap. 

“You ought to see "em hop suddenly 
and grab a grasshopper that’s taking 
life too easy. I've seen butterflies de- 
voured in the same way.”’ 

A recent encyclopedia states that, the 
climbing fish, one of the small Oriental 
members of the family Anabantidae, is 
interesting for the modification of the 
upper portion of its branchial apparatus 
into a series of leaflike structures, 
adapted for retaining small quantities 
of water. This water is sufficient to 
keep the gills moist for a considerable 
time, thus enabling te fish to subsist in 
mud or entirely out of water. 

“The numerous species live in fres 
water in Southeastern Asia and it 
neighboring islands, and in South Af- ina 
rica. The best-known and typical spe- 5 
cies is the climbing perch, which is ¥ hits 
widely distributed in the Orient, and 
especially abundant in the Ganges Val- after 
ley. It is about six inches in length, 
somewhat resembles a perch and has 
large scales and a spiny dorsal fin. ced 

“It has been reported to climb palm ee 
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trees, but this needs verification.”’ 

However, the writer in the encyclo- 
pedia admits that the climbing fish 
often leaves pools which are in danger 
of drying up and travels overland in 
search of water. usually during the 
night or early morning, while the dew 
remains. 

Among other wonders of the Malay 
Archipelago mentioned by Capt. Duken 
is a fish which comes stealthily to the 
eurface of the water, aims its mouth at 
some insect drowsing on an overhanging 
blade of grass and squirts a stream of 
water which knocks the insect from its 
perch and within retrieving distance of 
the fish. These hunters become pretty 
accurate marksmen, too, says Capt. 
Duken.
